High Court Rules 
States May Curb 
'Union Security9 


Washington, March 7 — OP)— The 
supreme court ruled today that the 
states may impose tougher curbs on 
"union security" contracts than are 
provided in federal laws. 


The court split 7-2 in holding that 
neither the Taft-Hartley Act nor the 
Wagner Act which preceded it bans 
states from regulating union secur- 
ity agreements. 


The majority said the only limit 
is that "the state shall not impose a 
policy inconsistent 
with 
national 
policy." 


There are three common forms of 
union security: (1) the closed shop, 
in which an employer hires only 
union members, (2) the union shop, 
where new employees must join the 
union, and (3) maintenance of mem- 
bership, where employes who join 
the union must remain in good 
standing with the union during the 
life of the contract. 


Specifically, the court upheld an 
order of the Wisconsin Employment 
Relations Board. The order directed 
the Algoma Plywood and Veneer Co., 
of Kewaunee, Wis., to disregard a 
maintenance of membership clause 
in its contract with a local of the 
AFL carpenters and joiners union. 


Washington, March 1—OP)—Sen- 
ator Taft, (R-Ohio) today threw his 
weight behind a crumbling admin- 
istration effort to break a southern 
Democratic filibuster in the Senate. 


Taft, who heads the Senate GOP 
Policy committee, 
told 
reporters 
that if Vice President Barkley rules 
that debate can be limited on a mo- 
tion to take up a proposed Senate 
rules change he will support that 
ruling. 


Administration forces have made 
a motion to take up a proposed 
rules change under which debate 
could be curbed at any time that 
two thirds of chose present so de- 
cided. 


The proposed rule was offered as a 
prelude to an attempt to pass civil 
rights legislation, and southerners 
are filibustering against the motion. 


Last year 
Senator Vancîenberg 
(R-Mich), as presiding officer, de- 
cided that there is nothing in the 
Senate's rulebook which permits any 
kind o fdebate limits on a motion. 


Administration forces have been 
counting on Vice President Barkley 
to reverse that ruling, if the quest- 
ion again is raised. 
They believe 
he will decide that under the rules, 
a two thirds majority can limit de- 
bate. 


But if Barkley should so decide, 
his ruling can be appealed to the 
Senate as a whole. And an admin- 
istration lieutenant, who asked not 
to be quoted by name, said today 


that leaders have become convinced 
they can't muster enough votes to 
make Barkley's ruling stick. 
Only 
a majority would be necessary to up- 
hold such a ruling. 


If the administration leaders fail 
in that move, there is some doubt 
that they will try seriously at this 
time to wear out the 19 southerners 
who are primed for lengthy talks. 


The filibusters will get a rest to- 
morrow. They are yielding to Sen 
ator Cain (R-Wash) to let his dis- 
cuss President Truman's nomina- 
tion of Mon C. Wallgren for chair- 
man of the National Security

sources board. Cain bitterly opposes

Washington, Jjprch 7 —UP)— The 
Senate foreign relations committee 
approved today a $5.580,000,000 Euro- 
pean recovery program.

Swinging far north of his intend- 
ed eastward course, Odom droned 
on. 
After flying over the Golden 
Gate well ahead of schedule this 
afternoon, he swung over Mt. Las- 
sen, Calif., Lakeside, Ore., and on 
into West-Central Idaho. 


He passed somewhere north of 
this Southwestern Idaho City but 
said he could not tell exactly where 
he was because of a solid overcast 
beneath him.

Senator J. Howard McGrath of Rhode Island, chair-

. v&ry far with his suggestion that each state be allowed 
"smother senator. 


The only plausible argument he has advanced is that 
present senators can't handle committee assignments 
as efficiently as they should. 


That isn't enough to justify a third senator. Research 
staffs should be given more responsibility. Also, if the sen- 
ators spent less time doing favors for constituents' (which 
they would no doubt like to escape), they would 
have 
more time for committee business. 


If McGrath's suggestions were adopted, almost a third 
of the states would have more senators than representa- 
tives.

The members of the Jacksonville 
Civic Music association seemed to 
have a whale of a good time on Sun- 
day afternoon while hearing the 
National Male quartet, and we owe 
the Messrs. Baggiore, Gari, Sanders 
and MacKay a vote of thanks tor 
two hours of thoroughly enjoyable 
and refreshing entertainment. 


There must be something infec 
tious about four husky males singing 
away with all they've got, and if you 
add to the extraordinarily powerful 
vocal endowment of the artists a re 
laxed and informal congeniality plus 
a program Including works pleasing 
to all tastes, you get a formula rhat 
is hard to beat. 


Of the selections for quartet, with 
which the program opened, Schu- 
bert's "Omnipotence," with its ma- 
jestic strains to which the four men 
gave almost choral breadth, was par- 
ticularly impressive. However, such 
favorites as "The Road to Mandalay " 
and. especially, "Old Man River," 
really seemed to strike an even more 
responsive chord among the Itsteners. 
The solos of the bass, Mr. MacKay, 
in his interpretation of Kerr.'s cele- 
brated scng, will linger in our mem- 
ory for a long time, I'm sure.

He said that skid marks 
on the pavement were about 10 feet 
from the curbing, indicating that 
Richardson was in his proper lane. 


John Boatright who was riding 
with Richardson said he did not see 
Christison until "we were right on 
him." At that time he said Christi- 
son was standing in the street. 


A deposition from Dr. E. C. Bone 
and Dr. V. T. J. Lenth was then read 
to the jurors. The deposition gave 
the cause of death. 


The jurors then returned the fol- 
lowing verdict: 


"We the jury find that Hardin L. 
Christison came to his death by shock 
and internal hemorrhage resulting 
from multiple fractures and soft tis- 
sue damage sustained the evening of 
March 5, 1949, at approximately 3 
p. m., in the 1300 block on South 
Main street in Jacksonville. 111., 
when struck by an automobile driv- 
en by Fred Richardson. We, th©'jury 
find this accident unavoidaole and 
find no cause to implicate Mr. Rich- 
ardson in any way."
